ster borderland early last afternoon, 
when Pettigoe, which straddles the 
line, although a large part of 
the 
town is in Free State territory, was 
stormed and retaken from troops of 
the Irish Republican army who en­ 
tered May 30. 
Reports from Belfast describe the 
border countryside as swarming with 
khaki, while the British general di­ 
rects the operations from headquar­ 
ters on a hill outside the town. 
When it became evident that the 
British were moving in force against 
Pettigoe, the 
republicans began to 
withdraw, 
consequently there was 
little resistance to parties of soldiers 
in motors and on foot who dashed 
through the town shortly afternoon. 
It is announced semi-officially that 
the republicans suffered fairly heavy 
losses, but the sole casualty on the 
northern side was the driver of a mo­ 
tor car. 
Besides the republican command­ 
ant and staff, who were taken prison­ 
ers when the 
troops 
entered the 
town, it is reported that a large num 
ber of Binn Feiners were captured in 
a later cleanup of Pettigoe. Of three 
columns of troops, which last night 
began advancing into the section of 
Fermanagh county occupied by the 
Southerners, two 
columns operated 
toward Pettigoe, the other ln the di­ 
rection of Belleck, which the repub­ 
licans had also occupied. 
Military activity in reality began 
about 10 o’clock Saturday morning, 
when troops with full fighting equip­ 
ment marched from Enniskillen along 
the western side of Lougherne 
to­ 
ward Belleck. Artillery with armor­ 
ed cars, tenders and all the custom­ 
ary paraphernalia of war in its train 
also rattled along the narrow roads. 
It is planned to place big guns 
in 
position near Roscoe where they will 
command not only 
Magheramena 
castle, but also Belleck and the fort 
overlooking it, 
occupied 
by Sinn 
Fein forces. 
Another phase of the operations is 
the landing of troops on Boa Island, 
the largest island in Lougherne from 
one point of which it is but a mile 
across the channel to Ulster terri­ 
tory occupied by Sinn Fein forces. 
This move was carried out with 
dramatic suddenness. 
Over 200 sol­ 
diers left Enniskillen Saturday aft­ 
ernoon and proceeded to Kash, 
a 
small village off the main road near 
Colnelly pos toff ice, where several by­ 
roads lead to Lougherne. 
Protected 
by armored cars, the troops moved 
down the roads 
to the shore 
of 
Lougherne, where 
boats 
comman­ 
deered earlier in the day from fish­ 
ermen on Boa island were in readi­ 
ness. The troops were ferried across 
and proceeded with utmost caution to 
the point of the island. 
Meanwhile armored cars and tend­ 
ers patroled the 
peaceful 
roads 
around Colnelly. 
Farther along on 
the road leading to Pettigo and 
at 
Lettereran, where the counties 
of 
Fermanagh, Tyrone 
and Donegal 
converge, they were under constant 
fire from Sinn Fein machine guns. 
There was intense 
machine gun 
fire from the Free State side of the 
border all day Saturday on a 
six- 
mile front without perceptible result.
